Sheriff Acts on Request of 
Governor in Case of 
William Mosley. 


At the request of Gov. Caul- 
field; Sheriff Strodtman today be- 
gan an inquiry to determine the 
sanity or insanity of William Mos- 
ley, a Negro, who killed three per- 
sons in 1927, and is. scheduled to 
be hanged at the city jail a week 
from tomorrow. 

The Sheriff took action upon: re- 
ceipt of a letter trom the Sere 


cordemned man’s — . e 
Wackwitz, voicing belief that Mos- 
ley is unbalanced mentally. Gov. 
Caulfield called the attention of 
Sheriff Strodtman to a seetion of 
the Missouri statutes, authorizing 
the Sheriff, if he thinks a prisoner 
has become insane, to call a jury 
of 12 to determine the issve. 

Knowing nothing about Mosley's 
condition, the»Sheriff announced 
ne would ask Health Commissioner 
Starkloff to send three physicians 
to talk with Mosley. If they doubt 
he is sane, the Sheriff rin “then 
summon a jury. 

In his letter to Gov. Caulfield, 
Attorney Wackwitz said the ques- 
tion of Mosley's alleged insanity ; 
had not been raised at his trial, 
except that it was injected into an 
affidavit asking for a continuance, 
Mosley seemed to lack an under- 
standing of the nature of the pro- 
ceedings, Wackwitz wrote. and 
since the trial and conviction he 
has been unable to grasp the fact 
that he was tried for murder and 
sentenced to die, 

“From my observdtion,” the law- 
yer added, “I am at à loss to know 
whether he is really insane or just 
shamming as claimed by the physi- 
cian who examined him before the 
trial, Dr. John Lee Jr.” '

Hehry L. Stimson, the American 
Secretary of State. told the 
naval conference that he would not 
expand at the present time upon 
American naval needs. The Secre- 
tary Said: 

After careful consideration and 
consultation with my colleagues. 
I have decided not to make any 
statement today as to the naval 
requirements of America. I do 
not think that to do so would 
particularly assist our delibera- 
tions. These requirements are 
well understood. They have been 
cheerfully recognized by the na- 
tion which .is evr host, which 
has, through its Prime Minister, 
agreed with us that equality in 
naval power between us is the 
basis upen which we can best 
promote the beneficent purposes 
of this conference. 

We also believe that the re- 
quirements for national defense 
on the part of the warieus na- 
tions of the world are necessari- 
ly largely relative on the general 
condition of the world, and, 
therefore, tf this conference can 
find a way by which gemeral re- 
duction can be secured, our navy 
can likewise be fediced. 

While this is our attitude, we 
shall gladiy listen to any state- 
ments which may be made by 
others, as we are anxious fully 
and cordially to understand the 
4ifficulties and problems which 
may confront our sister na- 
tions. and for ourselves I shal!

NEW YORK, Jan. °3.—Charges 
that funds of the Brétherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers had been 


stolen by some of its officers were 


contained in a $900,000 suit tiled 
yesterday in Federal Court by E. 
H. Price Co., Sarasota (Fla.) real 
estate operators, The suit involved 
the brotherhood's 50,000 acre Sara- 
sota County land development 
known as Venice City. 

The complaint also charged 
Claudius H. Huston, chairman of 
the Republican National Commit- 
tee, together with some officers of 
the brotherhood, with unethical 
practices in connection with the 
brotherhood’s land development. 

The defendan®& named in the 
suit are the brotherhood, Huston 
and George T. Webb, trustee, of 
the brotherhood. In the complaint 
Webb is charged on “information 
and belief” with having misappro- 
priated “upwards of $574,000" of 
the brotherhood’s funds to his own 


use. 
Details of Charges. 

The suit charged breach of con- 
tract and fraud. The complaint 
said that in 1925 the brotherhood 
contracted with the Price Co. to 
employ them as agents in the pur- 
chase and assemblage of 50,000 
acres in Sarasota County and to 
pay 5 percent commission. More 
than $18,000,000 was spent on the 
project, the complaint said, but the 
Price Co. never received its com- 
mission. 

In 1927; the complaint contin- 
ued, Huston became connected with 
the development and contracted 
to pay the commission. Because of 
this, the complaint says, the Price 
claim was not pressed and other 
creditors were prevailed upon to 
grant extensions. 

The allegation of fraud assert- 
ed that Price Co. was in- 
formed the brotherhood had “up- 
wards of $100,000,000 of resources 
and defendant Claudius H. Huston 
had strong political connections 
and acquaintances; that he had 
been Assistant Secretary of Com- 
merce under Secretary of Com- 
merce Herbert Hoover; that he was 
chairman of the board of the 
Transcontinental Oil Co., and had 
associated with him some of the 
biggest financiers and financial 
institutions in America.” 

“Used as Inducement.“ 

The complaint charged these al- 
legations were made to induce the 
Price Co. and other creditors to 


extend time of payment, 


“Upon information and belief,“ 
the complaint continued, “the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive 'Engi- 
neers did not have $100,000,000 in 
excess assets for the purpose of 
financing’ and backing the afore- 
mentioned project, but on the con- 
trary, was in a very precarious 
financial condition, that funds of 
the said Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers had been misappro- 
priated and embezzled by certain 
of its officers and trustees, and that | 
the defendant, George T. Webb, an 
agent, manager or trustee of the 
said brotherheed,, had received 
from the brotherhood sums aggre- 
gating upwards of $574,000 for 
payment by the said Webb to this 
plaintiff, but that said Webb em- 
bezzled, misappropriated or con- 
verted sald moneys to his own use.” 

The complaint charged that Hus- 
ton and the other defendants\knew 
they could not meet their obliga- 
tions in regard to the Venice City 
project and that the representa- 
tions made to the Price company 
were for the purpose/of extending 
obligations #6 they could “further 
mulct and bleed” the Venice City

_ SELLS IT AT $12 


Plant for Which $1,620 000 
Has Been Appropriated 


WASHINGTON, Jan. %38.—The

allow the Navy to continue to pay 


$1.620,000 for construction of s 
helium plant at Amarillo, Tez. This 
plant was closed Nov. 30, 1929, 


tng helium to the Navy for $12.13 
a thousand cubic foot. The navy 
indicated that it tntended to buy 
future supplies from the Helium 
Company of Kentucky at «a price 
varying between $34 and $35 a 
thousand cubic feet. 

In December, the Post-Dispatch 
attempted to learn from Secretary 
Adams and Admiral Moffett, chief 
of the Navy Bureau of Aeronautics, 
why no more orders had been giv- 
en to the Amarillo plant. Only the 
vaguest answer was made. The 
report yesterday disclosed that the 
appropriations committee, with its 
official powers of investigation. 
was not able to get ell the facts 
regarding this unusual proposed 
purchase, where the navy apper- 
ently expected to pay the Helium 
Company of Kentucky, approzxi- 
mately three times what the Bu- 
reau of Mines would charge. 

Report of Committee. 

“When officials of the Bureau 
of Mines appeared before the com- 
mittee this year,” the report said, 
“it was informed that tn spite of | 
the performance of the Amarillo | 
plant and the low cost of helium 
to the Government, the whole plant 
was closed on Nov. 80, 1928, de- 
cause the navy refused to accept 
the output of the plant. 

“The army and navy are the only 
Government users of helium, their 
needs being 3.000,000 and 8,000,- 
6000 cubic feet. respectively. The 
Bureau of Mines was informed by 
letter, dated Nov. 30, that the navy 
was going to buy from it a total of 
6.000.000 cubic feet of helium dur- 
ing the entire fiscal year.

Christian church leaders Tues- 
day night in reorganizing the mis- 
sionary society omitted the Com- 
munity (Linwood Christian) 
Church from membership, the ma- 
jority agreeing that the church in 
which Dr. Jenkins has served 22 
years as pastor was at variance 
with the policies of the other Chris- 
tian churches. f 

R. A. Long, millionaire lumber- | 
man of Kansas City and president 
of the international convention of 
the Disciples of Christ Church, yes- 
terday made a statement support- | 
ing the society in its stand. 

“Nobody would ever know that 
Dr. Jenkins’ church was a Disciples 
of Christ congregation by what it 
preaches and what it stands for,” 
Long said. 

Dr. Jenkins countered with the 
statement that, “We do not con- 
sider ourselves outside the pale of 
the Christian Church because of 
last night’s action. We consider 
ourselves representatives of the 
progressive wing of the church.” 

From Fundamentalists. 

He said he thought the action 
was “technically because of our 
change in name (putting the Lin- 
wood Christian in parentheses): 
our decision to change the name 
was a matter of emphasis, to show 
the public we are open to all and 
pelieve in Christian unity. 

“Actually.” gaid Dr. Jenkins, “the 
action comes from those who take 
the fundamentalist position; who 
want to maintain rigidly the doc- 
trine of baptism by immersion only 
and the like. 

“In order to be a church for al! 
we decided as long as 12 years ago 
we should not be stricklers about 
baptism. They may come by im- 
mersion, sprinkling or without 
either.” 

Dr. Jenkins expressed the opin- 
fon that the missionary society 
would not refuse to accept the es- 
timated $10,000 annual contribu- 
tion from his church to the mis- 
sionary fund. 

Long said he believed that the 
Linwood Church was not essenti- 
ally a Disciples of Christ church, 
“because for one thing it does not 
require baptism by immersion for 
admission to membership. That 
rite is a tenet of our church.” 

When the name of the Linwood 
Christian Church recently was 
changed, protest followed and a | 
poll of the congregation supported 
the new name 1011 to 63 votes. 


Sponsored Boxing. 

Dr. Jenkins has been active for 
many years in church and civic 
affairs. He has sponsored boxing 
and held classes at his church un- 
der direction of the Rev. Earl A.

He bas a congregation number- | 
ing about 3900 and much of his | 
drawing power is said to be in his | 
sermons dealing with current af- | 
fairs. Occasionally, Dr. Jenkins de- | 
livers from the pulpit a character- | 
ization of a threatrical production | 
playing in the city; frequently — 
asserts his belief that censorship 
should be left to the public. 

From his pulpit was read the sex 
questionnaire that embroiled the 
University of Missouri, and one of 
the preceptors of the questionnaire, 
Maire, who subsequently was ban- 
ished from the university factulty, 
spoke his defense to the congrega- 
tion at Dr. Jenkins’ church.

“ALEXANDER F. MOORE NAMED 
AMBASSADOR TO POLAND 


Pittsburg Publisher Has Repre- 
sented ‘This Country in Spain 
and Peru.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Pres- 
ident Hoover after signing the bill 
which raised the Polish legation 


to the rank of an Embassy yester- 
day appointed Alexander P. Moore 
of Pittsburg, to represent the 
United States in Poland. 

The selection of Moore as Am- 
bassador to Poland has been known 
for some time, but his name was 
not sent to the Senate until the 
rank had been raised from Min- 
ister to Ambassador. 

The Polish ambassadorship will 
be the third high diplomatic post 
filled by the Pittsburg publisher. 
He previously has represented the 
United States in Spain and Peru. 
His nomination to be Ambassador 
to Poland leaves a vacancy in one 
of the most important of the South 
American cauntries.

merce Commission ever will—or ever should—go into 
effect seems to be the consensus of the discussion fol- 
lowing the commission's report. Legal, financial and 
administrative difficulties offer apparently insu- 
perable obstacles to a general t But, 
what is more important, the wisdom of the idea 
has come under attack. 

When Congress incorporated the consolidation pro- 
vision in the transportation act of 1920 lt evidently 
was actuated by the belief that great economies and 
superior operating efficiency would be effected by 
merging the railroads of the country into a few huge 
systems. There is considerable doubt among students 
of the question, including railroad men, that this 
would be true. An interesting view is expressed, for 
example, by J. G. Lyne, financial editor of Railway 
Age, in an article published in the Nation: 


It seems to be taken for granted that a large 
industrial enterprise is ipso facto more efficient 
than a smaller one, and that this general princi- 
ple is also true of the railroad industry. But 
there is an outstanding difference between the 
railroads and most other industries. In the lat- 
ter, combination results in the elimination of 
small and inefficient plants and concentration of 
production in modern factories, where a heavy 
investment in modern machinery can be utilised 
to the utmost. The product of the railway indus- 
try is ton-miles and passenger-miles, If consol- 
idation meant that production of ton-miles and 
passenger miles now performed on 
light-traffic lines could be abandoned and such 
production concentrated upon highly developed, 
level, four-track lines, then we might expect rail- 
road combination to produce economies similar to 
those in industry, 

Of course, this is not possible, and the econo- 
mies to be expected from railrved consolidation 
are much less than might at first be su 
There is a size beyond which railroad manage- 
ment is likely to become less effective; for a rail- 
road is widely scattered and, even with modern 
facilities for communication, extremely difficult 
of intelligent centralized control. There are econ- 
omies to be expected from consolidation, with its 
probable savings from standardization and mase- 
production methods in shops, but it is easily pos- 
sible to overestimate such advantages and over- 
look the more effective managerial! control of the 
smaller property.

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AMERICAN DICE FOR AMERICANS. 

Any crap shooter knows he can do better in a game 
by using his own dice, and that bit of shrewd philos- 
ophy is to become the national policy if Senator 
Smoot has his way. Questioned as to the reason for 
the 50 per cent ad valorem duty on dice in the tariff 
bill, he replied patriotically: “I think the American 
can play better with American dice than he can with 
foreign dice. The foreign ones may be loaded.” 

Foreigners were shooting dice long before the dis- 
covery of America, so Mr. Smoot may have reason 
to fear their prowess. The Greeks, Sophocles wrote, 
besieging many-towered Troy; 
Claudius was author of a book on how to make seven: 
imperious Caligula cheated at the game as no gentle- 
man should; Mark Antony wasted his time at Alex- 
andria with Cleopatra and dice. Horace lectured the 
jeunesse doree of Rome for their addiction te the 
habit, and the Germans, according to Tacitus, gam- 
bied away their freedom with the galloping dominoes. 
Loaded dice of ancient Rome, preserved in museums, 
seem to confirm Mr. Smoot’s worst fears. 

Formerly it was customary in this country to view 
all foreigners as specialists in loaded dice, marked 
cards and other villainies. The feeling still occa- 
sionally crops out, as in fear of the League bogy or 
the red menace. But now Americans meet foreigners 
more and more on common ground in business and 
diplomacy, and find that they assay high as square 
shooters. 
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THE BUILDING TRADES’ FINE PLAN. 

An unlooked for and important result is accredited 
in part to Mr. Hoover’s stabilization program, namely, 
the tentative plan adopted by the building trades de 
partment of the American Federation of Labor for 
settling jurisdictional disputes without strikes.

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RADIO IN WARTIME. 

The use of radio to relay the proceedings of the 
peace conference in London suggests the use of this 
medium in time of war. It would be interesting to 
know what effect on civilian populations would have 
been produced in the last war if radio had been used 
to convey the sounds of the battlefields to them. In 
such books as Henri Barbuase’s “Under Fire” and 
Remarque’s “All Quiet on the Western Front.” the 
horror of war is admirably described, but it is dif- 
ficult to recreate in cold type a soldier's experiences 
and sensations. A microphone in the front-line 
trenches could do so to an agonizing degree. 
Conceivably, to broadcast a war, by giving civilians 
first-hand impressions of its brutality. would be as 
effective a peace agent as any yet devised. Eugene 
ONeill. in his play, “The Emperor Jones,” showed 
the effect of continuous beating of distant tom-toms 
reacting upon an individual. Some similar effect 
might be produced on a whole nation if, during a 
war, the firing of artillery and machine guns, trans 
ported by radio wave, were to be heard constantly in 
every home and every public place. No doubt it 
would tax human endurance to the point that public 
opinion would demand peace.

HOOVER BOARD'S AIMS, 


Purpose Is to Decrease Crim- 
inality—Proh bition Only. 
Part of Problem. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 38—To 
bring about positive reforms which 
will decrease criminality” is the 
primary objective of the Hoover 
Law Enforcement Commission as 
outlined by its chairman, George 
W. Wickersham. 
Delivering a radio address last 
night, he said that prohibition was 
“only a part and not the most im- 
portant part” of the commission's 
general problem, although it had 
devoted a great deal of its atten- 


tion to the dry statutes. 

“What is the crime wave so con- 
stantly spoken of in current dis- 
cussion and why is it not more ef- 
fectively dealt with?” he said was 
the first question the commission 
sought to answer. 

* what are the difficul- 
ties found in the enforcement of 
the prohibition law, and what im- 
provements may be suggested fer 
speedy adoption, to remove the 00. 
stacles to the administration of this 
particular law?” 

Wickersham described the steps 
which led to the recommendations 
made last week to Congress, assart- 
ing that at an early date certain 
things appeared obvious to the 
commission. 

He defended the constitution- 
ality of the commission's 

that legislation be passed enabling 
United States commissioners to try 
minor violations of the prohibition 
laws. This recommendation had 
been criticised as possibly . 
ing a denial of the right of trial by 
jury. 

He said that no change affecting 
“so contentious a subject as prohi- 
bition” could be affected without 
arousing opposition somewhere, 
and that although opposition to the 
commission's recommendations had 
appeared, they should, neverthe- 
leas, be adopted by Congress. 

“We believe,” he said, “there is a 
great body of calm. balanced sent!- 
ment in the country, which believes 
in obedience to the law, which re. 
sponds to an appeal to support the 
institutions of the country, and 
which will support conservative’ 
measures for improving the ma- 
chinery of law enforcement. 

“This sentiment, however inar- 
ticulate under ordinary conditions, 
at times exercises a strong pressure 
upon political opinion, and when 
aroused is as resistiess as the flood 
ing tides of the ocean.

N winter the question of open 
windows becomes pertinent. 

There are some who, as the 
furnace is started, literally nail 
the windows dow for the winter. 
There are others who take pride in 
being fresh air fiends, 
The prejudice against cold. air, 
particularly against night air, is 
deep-rooted. 
American homes, however, tend 
to be overheated in winter time. 
When it’s 80 inside and freezing 
outside often a chill is the pre- 
cursor and immediate cause of a 
cold. 
What, then, is the common- 
sense attitude on this question, 
particularly at night time? 
The answer is given by the very 
relation that air bears to life and 
health. It is well known that the 
body cannot survive longer than 
two or three minutes without oxy- 
gen. 
But the atmosphere affects the 
body in a number of other vital 
manners. In the process of living 
the body liberates a good deal of 
heat. This heat must be carried 
off. The atmosphere does that. It 
also carries off perspiration. 
When the body cannot get rid 
of its heat or perspiration it be- 
comes uncomfortable and. in ex- 
treme cases, death may result. 
Ventilation should therekore be 
so arranged that these various 
ends be served. A good atmos- 
phere usually is one in which the 
air circulates slowly. Circulation
